A book  review 

In  oncology  as  with  any  other  health  problem  the  goal  of  the  nurse  is  to  advocate  for 
and  educate  patients  to  live  well  and  this  is  the  philosophy  of  Katen  Moore’s  (IHP’96) 
book.  Living  Well  With  Cancer:  A Nurse  Tells  You  Everything  You  Need  To  Know 
About  Managing  the  Side  Effects  of  Your  Treatment  She  is  a 1996  graduate  of  the 
IHP  who  co-authored  the  book  with  novelist  Libby  Schmais,  a longtime  friend.  “The 
book  is  written  in  the  way  I would  want  if  I were  dealing  with  cancer  - to  answer  my 
questions,”  says  Moore.  “Can  I take  an  aspirin?  Is  it  okay  to  have  a half-glass  of  wine 
on  occasion?  What  can  I do  for  my  nausea'!’” 

Moore  became  an  oncology  nurse  - after  watching  friends  suffer  while  being 

treated  for  cancer.  “I  knew  that  they  shouldn’t  have  to  experience  physical  and 

emotional  distress  - or  lose  the  quality  of  their  daily  life,”  says  Moore. 

An  estimated  7.4  million  Americans  are  living  with  cancer.  While  the  disease 

itself  is  often  painful  and  frightening,  so  are  many  of  the  conventional  treatments. 

With  the  focus  on  fighting  cancer  cells  with  potent  drugs  and  aggressive  procedures,  a 

patient’s  struggle  with  the  symptoms  of  disease  and  treatment  can  be  overlooked. 

The  authors  discuss  the  conventional  and  complementary  remedies  - including 

aromatherapy,  herbs,  massage,  nutrition,  yoga  - remedies  that  are  effective  against  the 

common  side  effects  of  cancer  treatment. 

“We  not  only  explain  how  to  use  alternative  methods,  but  how  to  use  them 

safely  and  effectively  - including  how  to  know  when  to  seek  medical  help,”  says 

Moore.  “We  constantly  encourage  patients  to  talk  to  their  clinicians.  Cancer  pain,  for 

example,  is  not  something  you  can  meditate  away.” 

The  book’s  alphabetical  listings  of  cancer  symptoms  enable  readers  to  find 

what  they  want  quickly  and  easily,  and  the  tone  is  friendly  - even  comforting.  “Every 
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adult  cancer  patient  I've  known  or  worked  with  is  in  this  book,  but  the  book  is 
purposely  not  anecdotal,”  says  Moore.  “Instead,  it  is  practical,  a ‘how-to.’  One  of  the 
most  striking  aspects  in  my  work  with  cancer  patients  is  how  quickly  they  give  up 
trying  to  problem-solve.  They  are  facing  so  many  issues  that  suddenly  they  are  no 
longer  adults  making  their  own  decisions  - but  have  fallen  under  someone  else’s  care 
The  irony  is  that  the  patients  who  do  best  at  managing  [illness]  are  those  who  maintain 
a certain  amount  of  control  and  sense  of  who  they  are,”  says  Moore. 

''Living  Well  is  not  a book  you  read  cover  to  cover,”  says  Moore  “It  is  a 
resource,  the  type  of  book  you  read  a little  of  and  then  pick  it  up  again.  It’s  a lot  of 
information,  really.  Such  a big  topic,  we’ve  really  only  scratched  the  surface...” 

Katen  Moore,  M S.N.,  R.N.,  NP-C,  AOCN,  (EHP  ’96)  is  an  oncology  nurse  at  Somerset  Medical  Center  and  a 
trained  oncology  nurse  practitioner.  She  is  nationally  certified  in  adult  primary  care  and  advanced  oncology. 

Moore  was  one  of  the  first  50  fellows  in  the  Leadership  Development  histitute  of  the  Oncology  Nursing  Society  m 
1 999  and  has  received  various  grants  and  awards  for  her  nursing  activities. 

Libby  Schmais,  M.F.A.,  M.L.S.,  is  a full-time  researcher  and  a freelance  writer  with  an  avid  interest  in 
complementary  medicine.  She  lives  in  New'  York.

REMEDIES  FOR  10  COMMON  CANCER  TREATMENT  SIDE  EFFECTS 

The  following  cancer  side  effect  remedies  are  adapted  from  Living  Well  with  Cancer.

• ANXIETY.  A mix  of  five  flower  essences,  Rescue  Remedy  is  the  classic  Bach 
Flower  remedy  for  anxiety.  Put  a few  drops  under  the  tongue  whenever  anxious 
feelings  arise. 

• DRY  MOUTH.  To  stimulate  saliva,  try  beta-carotene  supplements  - a maximum 
dosage  of  25,000  I.U.  daily.  Or  suck  on  slippery  elm  lozenges,  derived  from  the 
tree’s  inner  bark. 

• FATIGUE.  Astragalus,  an  ancient  Chinese  herbal  remedy,  can  enhance  immune 
function  and  overall  energy.  It  is  available  in  tea,  as  well  as  in  capsule,  tablet,  and 
fluid  extract  form. 

• HAIR  LOSS.  To  stimulate  hair  growth,  mix  a few  drops  of  either  carrot, 
lavender,  thyme,  or  rosemary  aromatherapy  oils  into  a little  water  and  massage 
into  the  scalp  right  before  bedtime. 

• HEARTBURN.  By  relaxing  the  muscles  around  the  stomach  and  esophagus, 
breathing  exercises  can  be  very  helpful  in  the  management  of  heartburn. 

• HICCUPS.  Warm  chamomile  tea  can  act  as  an  antispasmodic.  Drink  one  or  two 
cups  a day. 

• MOUTH  SORES.  To  soothe  and  heal,  try  applying  400  I.U.  of  liquid  vitamin  E 
topically  twice  per  day.  Or  use  the  liquid  form  of  the  homeopathic  combination 
remedy  Traumeel. 
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• NAUSEA.  Acupressure  wrist  bands  work  wonders  to  alleviate  nausea  from 
chemotherapy.  Some  work  by  stimulating  pressure  points,  while  others  emit  a 
low-level  electrical  current. 

• SLEEP  PROBLEMS.  Calm  Forts  is  a time-tested  homeopathic  treatment  to 
induce  restful  slumber.  Try  taking  one  to  two  pills  one-half  hour  before  going  to 
sleep. 

• SWELLING.  Dandelion  has  been  used  as  a diuretic  since  the  tenth  century. 
Drink  a cup  of  dandelion  tea  daily.  Or  eat  fresh  dandelion  leaves,  sauteed  in  a 
little  olive  oil  and  garlic.

Nurse  Recognition  2001 

As  the  two  weeks  of  Nurse  Celebration  2001  activities  come  to  a close,  it’s  a wonderful  time 
to  provide  you  with  an  update  about  MGH  nursing.  Nurse  Celebration  2001  focused  on  the 
image  of  nursing  - past,  present,  and  future.  A panel  presentation  comprised  of  representatives 
from  the  media,  government  relations  and  the  Girl  Scouts  showcased  strategies  for  influencing 
messages  and  legislation  about  nursing.  My  annual  address  focused  on  need  for  every  MGH 
nurse  to  articulate  a clear  definition  of  the  important  work  nurses  do.  Dr.  Sylvia  Rimm,  author 
of  the  newly-released  book  How  Jane  Won  presented  her  research  about  “defining  moments” 
in  55  successful  women’s  lives.  Best  of  all  we  had  fun  and  celebrated  MGH  nursing  through  a 
number  of  receptions,  and  of  course,  our  annual  party  at  the  Science  Museum. 


In  Memory  of  a Visionary  Nursing  Leader 

It’s  been  just  over  a year  since  Mary'  Elizabeth  Macdonald,  RN,  MA,  FAAN,  author, 
researcher,  activist,  and  nursing  leader,  died.  Still  today,  many  MGH  staff  and  leadership 
vividly  recall  the  qualities  that  earned  Macdonald  the  reputation  of  being  a visionary  in  a 
career  that  spanned  four  decades. 

It  was  Macdonald  who  helped  restructure  the  MGH  Department  of  Nursing  to  broaden  the 
scope  of  nurses  with  the  addition  of  the  clinical  nurse  specialist  role.  On  the  occasion  of  her 
retirement  in  September  of  1983,  Macdonald  said,  "I  was  given  the  freedom  to  project,  to 
design,  and  to  implement...  to  be  creative.  I tried  to  develop  a professional  cadre  of  nurses  in 
the  truest  sense  of  the  word,  ‘professional.’  It  was  important  to  me  to  emphasize  the 
uniqueness  and  importance  of  the  role  of  the  nurse  in  health  care  to  give  appropriate  attention 
to  aspects  of  curing,  but  never  to  forget  the  importance  of  caring.”  A visionary,  indeed. 

In  recognition  of  Mary  Macdonald's  long-standing  dedication  and  commitment  to  the  MGH 
Department  of  Nursing,  the  Mary  Macdonald  Memorial  Fund  was  established  to  benefit  the 
Department  of  Nursing's  Center  for  Clinical  & Professional  Development.  Top  priorities  for 
The  Center  in  upcoming  months  are  the  recruitment  of  a nursing  research  coordinator  for  the 
Yvonne  L.  Munn  Research  Program  and  the  implementation  of  a clinical  advancement 
program.

Leadership  Team 

In  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  ever-changing  health  care  enviromnent  and  ensure  our 
continued  success,  I identified  the  need  to  reorganize  at  the  executive  level  of  Patient  Care 
Services. 

I created  the  position  of  executive  director  to  the  office  of  senior  vice  president  for  Patient 
Care.  Marianne  Ditomassi,  RN  (formerly  Director  of  The  Center  for  Clinical  & Professional 
Development)  assumed  this  role  which  is  responsible  for  strategic  planning,  marketing. 
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advancing  our  recruitment  strategies,  and  enhancing  the  efficiency  of  daily  operations. 

Trish  Gibbons,  RN,  DNSc  assumed  the  position  of  associate  chief  nurse  for  the  Center  for 
Clinical  & Professional  Development  in  early  January  2001.  Trish  comes  to  us  from  Beth 
Israel  Deaconess  Medical  Center,  and  brings  with  her  a veritable  arsenal  of  knowledge, 
experience,  and  commitment  to  excellence  in  patient  care.  Tnsh  asses  leadership  of  our 
collaborative  governance  structure,  continuing  education  programs,  professional  development 
activities,  and  recognition  programs. 

As  we  continue  to  expand  our  inpatient  capacity  and  connect  our  work  to  community  and 
ambulatory  practices,  the  need  emerged  to  re-align  Nursing’s  clinical  specialties,  resulting  in 
the  four  associate  chief  nurses  positions. 

• Dawn  Tenney,  RN,  leads  the  perioperative  units  including  the  operating  rooms,  the  Same 

Day  Surgical  Unit,  the  Pre-Admission  Testing  Area,  the  PACU,  and  Endoscopy. 

• Theresa  Gallivan,  RN,  leads  Medicine  (house,  private,  dialysis,  GCRC),  the  Cardiac 

Program,  the  Emergency  Department,  and  the  Central  Resource  Team  (including 
clinical  supervisors  and  triage  nurses). 


• I have  appointed  Jackie  Somerville,  RN,  to  the  position  of  associate  chief  for  Surgeiy  , IV 
Therapy,  Oncology,  Orthopaedics  and  Neuroscience.  Jackie  also  comes  to  us  from  Beth 
Israel  Deaconess  Medical  Center  where  she  was  director  or  Perioperative  Services. 


• A search  is  under-way  to  hire  the  associate  chief  nurse  who  will  lead 

Women  and  Children’s  Health,  Mental  Health,  Community  Health,  Obstetrics, 
Gynecology,  Pediatrics,  and  Psychiatric  Nursing.  This  position  will  also  assist  us  in 
reaching  beyond  the  walls  of  MGH  to  support  clinical  practice  along  the  continuum. 

As  I have  said  many  times,  I have  great  faith  and  confidence  in  the  staff  and  leadership  of 
MGH.  I know  we  will  continue  to  be  successfiil  as  the  needs  and  expectations  of  our  patients 
continue  to  call  us  to  new  heights. 


The  Nursins  Shortase  - Influencins  Lesislation 

As  chief  nurse  of  the  MGH,  it  is  critical  that  I join  other  nursing  leaders  in  shaping  legislation 
related  to  the  nursing  shortage.  On  March  13,  2001,  I had  the  opportunity  to  testify  before  the 
Massachusetts  Joint  Committee  on  Education,  Arts  and  Humanities  in  support  of  a ver\’ 
important  bill  being  sponsored  by  Senator  Richard  Moore.  The  bill,  which  calls  for  the 
creation  of  a Clara  Barton  Nursing  Excellence  Program,  addresses  the  critical  shortage  of 
college  graduates  entering  the  nursing  profession.  The  bill  proposes  that  the  commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  establish  a program  to  provide  financial  incentives  to  graduates  of  BORN- 
approved  nursing  programs  who  agree  to  work  as  nurses  within  the  commonwealth  at  licensed 
healthcare  facilities.  A stipend  of  $25,000,  payable  over  five  years,  would  be  awarded  to  those 
selected  for  the  program. 

Four  key  provisions  of  the  bill  include: 

• Student-loan  repayment  assistance 

• Signing  bonuses 
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• Nursing  mentoring  incentives 

• Institutional  grants  for  mentoring  and  internships 

In  my  testimony,  I did  my  best  to  educate  our  state  legislators  and  decision-makers  about  the 
urgency  of  the  problem,  and  share  some  of  my  insight  as  chief  nurse  at  MGH.  I would  like  to 
share  some  of  the  highlights  of  my  testimony  with  you, 

I began  by  reminding  the  committee  that  by  the  year  2015,  there  will  be  114,000  full-time 
nursing  positions  that  we  will  be  unable  to  fill . This  shortage  has  come  about  because  of  an 
increased  demand  for  healthcare  services;  a sharp  decline  in  the  number  of  young  people 
selecting  nursing  as  a chosen  profession;  an  aging  nursing  workforce,  the  image  of  nursing  as 
presented  in  the  media;  and  the  fact  that  nursing  is  predominantly  (95%)  a female-driven 
profession  and  many  women  opt  for  part-time  employment  in  order  to  balance  family 
commitments. 

I assured  them  that  "quick-fix'  strategies  are  not  the  solution.  Only  long-tenn  strategies  that 
realign  systems,  and  recruit  and  retain  nurses  will  have  a meaningful  impact  on  this  shortage.  I 
suggested  strategies  such  as: 

• demonstrating  the  value  of  nurses  and  nursing 

• re-defimng  practice  needs  to  better  meet  the  challenges  facing  us  today 

• sharing  decision-making 

• positioning  nursing  to  capture  the  interest  and  imagination  of  a new  generation  of 
graduates 

• providing  incentives  to  retain  experienced  nurses 

I made  it  very'  elear  that  by  supporting  the  Clara  Barton  Nursing  Excellence  Bill  we  are 
making  an  investment  in  the  future-the  future  of  healthcare,  and  the  fliture  of  our  common- 
wealth. Senator  Moore’s  legislation  acknowledges  the  complexity  and  long-range 
ramifications  of  a nursing  shortage,  and  offers  a multi-faceted,  comprehensive  approach  to 
minimize  and  reverse  the  trend  away  from  nursing. 

I emphasized  the  need  to  raise  the  bar  on  educational  prepared-ness  across  the  board  with 
initiatives  that  provide  incentives  for  bachelor-prepared  nurses  and  support  graduate-degree 
nursing  programs. 

I suggested; 

• making  it  easier  to  transfer  nursing  credits  from  two-  to  four-year  schools 

• providing  more  scholarships  for  minorities  to  attend  four-year  programs  (versus  two-year 

programs) 

Preparedness  includes  knowledge  of  our  professional  practice  environment.  I stressed  the  need 
for  research  to  identify  ways  to  create  a practice  environment  in  which: 

• nursing  is  viewed  as  an  asset,  not  an  expense 

• working  conditions  appeal  to  clinicians  of  all  ages 

• staffing  meets  work-load  demand 

• quality  and  safety  are  top  priorities  for  patients  and  staff 

I was  quoted  recently  in  the  Boston  Business  Journal  as  saying,  “It’s  a great  time  to  be  a 
nurse.”  I stand  by  that  statement.  Yes,  there  is  an  impending  nursing  shortage.  But  there  is  also 
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a window  of  opportunity  that  is  wide  open!  The  foeus  of  the  nation  is  on  the  needs  of  the 
nursing  profession.  People  are  listening.

The  Catherine  Filene  Shouse  Foundation  contributed  $2  million  to  the  IHP  for 
Building  36  (the  new  IHP  home).  According  to  Alice  Emerson,  President  of  the 
Catherine  Filene  Shouse  Foundation,  “The  fine  old  building  into  which  the  Institute 
will  be  moving  is  an  appropriate  place  for  the  name  of  someone  whose  family  played 
such  a prominent  role  in  the  educational  and  cultural  history  of  Boston.” 

Building  36,  to  be  named  the  Catherine  Filene  Shouse  Building,  will  take  its  place 
among  several  other  Partners  and  MGH  facilities  in  the  old  Boston  Navy  Yard.  It  will 
provide  more  classroom  space  as  well  as  day  care  and  a retail  food  service  operation. 

The  committees  are  all  working  hard  to  make  the  plans  for  renovations.

Cadet  Nurse  Stories 

In  1993,  Thelma  Morey  Robinson  and  Paulie  Morey  Periy  began  a project  to  make  the  Cadet 
Nurse  Corps  legacy  better  known.  The  cadet  nurse  sisters  contacted  more  than  2,000  women 
who  served  as  cadet  nurses  during  World  War  II.  These  women  along  with  others  associated 
with  the  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  were  invited  to  participate  in  the  project.  Three  hundred  eighty 
women  representing  112  schools  of  nursing  from  33  states  and  the  Distict  of  Columbia 
responded  by  sharing  their  stories,  photographs  and  other  memorabilia.  These  memories 
woven  with  historical  documentation  is  the  first  book  to  tell  the  cadet  nurse  stoiy.
